“Such a.United Nations trusteeship 
would be without prejudice to the 
right, claims or position of the par- 
les concerned, or to the character 
of the eventual political settlement. 
which we hope can be achieved

“In our opinion, the Security 
Council should recommend the esta- 
blishment of such n trusteeship — to 
the’ General Assembly ang to the 
mandatory power. 

“This would require an immediate 
specinl session of the General 
Assembly, which ‘the Security Coun- 
cil should request the Secretary 
General to convoke under Article 20 
of the Charter.” = .

GROMYKO'S OBJECTION
